The Scotia, the latest and most magni- | 
fleent of thé’ line of Clinard Royal Mail} 
steathers, is approaching completion ot the 
Olyde. 

The general dimensions of the ship ‘tite 
as follows :—Length of ‘keel and’ forerale, 
870ft.; length over all, 400 fis. breadth of 
mould, 47 ft.; and. depth 35fy..
